COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


‘ Se 

A REFERENCE to the Table of attendances on page 2, will show 
that the past year has been one of hard and consistent work on the 
part of your Committee, no less than 109 meetings of various 
kinds having been held. The new Tables have been well received, 
and your Committee are pleased to record the fact that 1,586 new 
policies have been issued as against 806 last year, 336 of which 
were to members already under Table 1 and 13 second policies, 
under the other Tables. It is surprising that more of the old 
members have not taken out policies under the new Tables. 
From reports received, your Committee feel that old members and 
others are sceptical that the Society can pay such generous 
Benefits, but it CAN. In confirmation of this your Committee 
need only point out that the Tables 2 to 8 were prepared by Mr. 
A. W. Watson (one of the most eminent actuaries in the country), 
who has recently been appointed to the important position of 
advising actuary to the Committee of Insurance Commissioners 
under the National Insurance Act. 

The death Benefits paid under Table 1, total 422, as against 
343 in 1910, 369 in 1909, and 383 in 1908, costing £221 5s. Od. 
more than in any of the three past years mentioned. The death 
Benefits paid under Tables 2-8, have been 19, at a cost of 
£35 10s. 9d. This would have been considerably less but for 
an unfortunate outbreak of diarrhoea in the summer, which was 
responsible for no less than nine cf the claims so paid. A sum 
of £256 17s. 8d. was collected under these Tables. 

Notwithstanding the increased contributions under Table 1 to 
a 3 weekly payment, your Committee regret to record a loss 
in the Fund relating thereto (after taking out the allotted man- 
agement) of £103 4s. Od. This is largely owing to the abnormal 
death rate. On the other hand, Fund No. 2 shows an increase 
of £175 14s. 4d., making a net increase in the total funds of 
£71 lls. 5d., which, on the whole, your Committee consider 
satisfactory. 

Notices of exclusion have been given te 221 members under 
the Tables 2 to 8, of whom 175 have been actually excluded 
in addition to the lapses under Table 1, which totalled 512 as 
against 960 last year. 
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Some misconception has arisen in the minds of the members 
under Table 1 as to their position with regard to the new Tables. 
The Committee take this opportunity of assuring such members 
that they are in a better position than they were before the passing 
of the new Rules. The funds belonging to them are kept quite 
apart in accordance with Rule 15 (5). The new members may 
also rest assured that their funds are kept quite separate, and 
it only remains for all members and inhabitants of Derby generally 
to know the benefits the Society offers, for them to at once take 
out policies. Yhe Committee urge upon the workers and the 
industrial classes to study for themselves the principles of in- 
surance, and to ascertain the enormous difference there is in 
the benefits as shewn in the comparison on pages 22 & 23, between 
the Industrial Companies, loaded to more than half the premiums 
in expenses, and Societies such as this, locally and economically 
managed. This Society’s policies are practically indisputable 
from the time of issue, and any Member of the Society can at 
any time nominate a person to receive the insurance and may, 
as he or she pleases, vary or revoke such nominations. Many of 
such nominations have been made during the past year. Com- 
pare this with an Industrial Insurance Company, which claims 
to be one of the largest, and which makes a policy of £100 void, 
not voidable on any Assignment or security being given on the 
same, so that they prohibit borrowing. The Members can assign 
the policies of this Society by way of security. A small loan 
obtainable in this way may often mean the financial salvation 
of a member. 


Your Committee are pleased to record that they have been 
able to exercise the power given to them under Rule 7 (2) of 
making grants in eight necessitous and deserving cases out of 
benefit through no fault of their own, which they were precluded 
from doing under the old Rules. The “ Helping Hand ” should 
be the first essential of all Friendly Societies. In addition, for 
the first time in the Society’s history two claims have been 
paid to members residing overseas. 


During the year your Officers and Committee (having in mind 
the depreciation in real property) have completely overhauled 
the securities of the Society, and by reducing and calling in 
doubtful securities where they existed, have placed the funds 
on a perfectly sound and satisfactory financial basis. 
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Numerous reports having reached us of the desire of the public 
and the members of the Society to participate in Endowment 
Benefits on the same generous scale as the existing Death Bene- 
fits given by the Society, your Committee have under consideration 
the adoption of such benefits, due announcement of which will 
be mide. 

Questions have also been asked as to effect of the recently 
passed National Health Insurance Act on the Society. The 
Act will not in any way affect the Tables or Death Benefits paid 
by the Society. The Act does not provide any death benefits, 
so that the useful work done by the Society in the past can be 
continued, but, and it is a very big but, your Committee consider 
it is in the best interests of the Society that it should become 
an approved Society under the Act so that—in addition to its 
present scope—it can administer the benefits of the Act. With 
a membership of 30,000, your Society ranks as a large one of 
its class, and considering the vast number of persons who will 
be affected by the Act, who have not previously been members 
of Sick Benefit Societies, such as clerks, domestic servants, 
factory hands, shop assistants, etc., there should be useful work 
for the Society to do in Part 1 (Sickness, etc.) of the Act. The 
Society need not have any particular number of members in 
order to be approved, but if at the date of the first valuation 
of the State Section (which would be quite distinct from our 
present death benefits or—future—endowment section), the 
members insured under the Act do not number 5,000, the Society 
would be grouped with other Societies in a similar position for 
the purpose of pooling arrangements, but its own internal man- 
agement would be maintained. 

Your Committee are confident that the Society—with its 
local knowledge, connections and history—would have no diffi- 
culty te obtaining five thousand members. Remember that 
all employed persons (male or female) who are over 16 years 
of age, and who do not earn £160 a year (with slight exceptions) 
and all manual workers, regardless of wages, must come in under 
the Act. Remember this Society has been a boon to the in- 
dustrial classes of Derby for 68 years. It is locally and economic- 
ally managed, it has a central office, commodious and con- 
venient for dealing with business, an organisation already in 
good working order, and a name that is known to almost every- 
one in the town. 
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Remember also that you, your sons and daughters must 
become members of some approved society—or else become post 
office contributors. The benefits of a post office contributor 
will be limited to the amount of his deposit, but a member of 
an approved society will have the benefits of the funds of the 
society. 

The word which the Society added to its name last July might 
have been prophetic of the Act—be “ Provident’ and enjoy the 
benefits of the Act, and be provident through the old “ Derby 
Burial,” sometimes known as the “ wish-you-may-die ”’ Society. 
Let our future policy be “wish you may live” and enjoy the 
“yare and refreshing fruit’ promised by the Act through the 
medium of your own old Society. 

With this Report is a form, of which further copies may be 
had from the Secretary if desired. Will it up and hand it to your 
collector ; tell your employer, and your children’s employers, 
that you and they wish the Derby Provident to be your and 
their approved society. The form does not bind you or them, 
nor will there be any penalty attached if you or they are unable 
to carry out the promise made. If you or your children or 
friends desire any information the Secretary will be pleased to 
give it to you at the office. 

It will hardly be possible to make use of the existing rules, 
as the rules for approved societies will have to be in accordance 
with the regulations to be laid down hereafter by the Com- 
missioners under the Act. | 

Of course the Sick Benefit fund under the Act would be totally 
apart from the present Benefit Fund, and would be valued 
separately, so that existing members—who did not care to join 
us under the Health Section—need have no qualms as to the 
effect of the suggested extension on their policies. 

To carry the matter through, it would be necessary to pass 
amended rules, of which due notice would be given, but that 
need. not delay the sending in of the form, and in order that 
your Committee may take the necessary steps, and be early 
in the field, the following resolution will be proposed at the 
Annual Meeting : 

That the members of the Derby Provident Burial Society 
in General Meeting assembled, hereby authorise the Com- 
mittee of Management to apply to the Insurance Commis- 
sioners for approval under the National Insurance Act, 1911, 
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and for that purpose to formulate—in consultation with the 
actuaries of the Society, Messrs. R. Watson and Son—such 
scheme or schemes, either for the establishment of a separate 
section, or a combined section or both, including the prepara- 
tion of a provisional Table for any of such benefits, and generally 
to do all such acts in consultation as aforesaid, which the Society 

is empowered to do by virtue of Sections 23, 24, 26 and 27 

of the said Act. 

If all who have the welfare of the Society at Heart will adver- 
tise our intentions amongst their friends, and put their shoulders 
to the wheel, there is an opportunity at the present time to make 
it such a success as will exceed the most sanguine expectation 
of any of its numerous members. 

During the year Mr. Samuel Wallis resigned his position as 
a member of the Committee, and your Committee have, under 
the power conferred by Rule 10 (1) elected Mr. Ernest Riddy in 
his place.
